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LETTER 


Gent the 11th of April Jaſt paſt to one 
of the King of France's Miniſters, 


by a French Officer from Liungby, 


the King of Sweden's Camp, at the 


time of His Majeſties Sickneſs. 


My Lord, 


Cannot torbear to inform you by this 
Opportunity, of the King of Swe- 
dens 1ntire Recovery of His dange- 
rous Sickneſs, which did put both the 
Phyſw:ans and the whole Army into a deſpair : 
And I do not doubt, bur that I ſhall give vou 
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as STR 
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iome Satisfadtion, by informing you, of the 
particul r Circumſtances , and of the Pi- 
ous Diſcourles, and Kind Expreittons , 
which this Prince made during the heat of 
His Sicknefs; For when he found himſelf 
at firſt i] on the 20th of March Jaſt paſt , 
te ſtrove to conceale it for ſeveral dayes, 
as much as poſſibly he might, by booting 
him, as he daily uſcth to do, viewing his 
Camp, and keeping ot His Council, uati] 
the 23d of the ſaid Moneth ; vw "4 he 
found himſclt ſo ill, thar he was forced to 
take his Bed, and to declare, that he had 
a Violent Feaver, with an excecding heat 
and or preflion of the heart; And finding 
the Feaver increaſing , and the time of 
Death approaching , he called for his Chicf 
Miniſter , made his Cont:!lon , and re- 
ceived the Holy Sacrament w : orcat Ie- 
vorion, he havingalwavyes lived an exemplary 
Lite of Picty and Ve: :u7, \Whereup on His 
Majzcſty ſent for his Mimiters of State, and 
placed the Chicfcſt of them upon the (ide 
of his Bed, and roid th-m , That where- 
as he perceived; himicli at the point of 

leaving 
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leaving the World , he would not fail to 
give them His thanks, tor all the Care and 
Troubles, which they had taken for Him, 
and charged them with ſeveral things vc- 
ry tenderly rclating to the Queen Mother, 
which I could not fully underſtand , ES 
ing ſpoken in the Swediſh Language, - and 
ſomething low ; And fſccing the Chicſeſt 
Officers of- His whole Army round abo'it 
His Bed-lide, he gave them thanks 1n a 
moſt obliving manner for the faithful Ser- 
\ices \which "they had done Him, and His 
Country; He remembred very well the 
many Dangers they had run 1n all Encoun- 


icrs and Bartels that had ben ought, and - 


that next to God, He attributed to then 
Valo r the good Ifjuc of tiem all Next 
to them He gave His-hearty Thanks to all 
the Officers of His Houthold , and Menil 
Servants, and enlarged Himſelf very much 
upon the great troubles He had for not 
being in a condition ta Reward them -ac- 
cording to their Merits; He hoped, that 
God would do it, being the True Re- 
-xarder of all toneſt "AB He deſired

their pardon, 1t He had offended them, and 
hid them conſider, that He was a Man 
lixe themic]ves, and had His Failings like 
others; but He could aſſure them , that 


H- never did offend any of them witting- 
ly, or With a let intention. 


And whereas His Troubles and Pain: 
increaled more and more, His Majeſty 
ſupported them with as Sh Courapec as 
any could do ; Yet, at laſt, |'e conld not 
torbear to tell us , that fieed about Him , 
chat He muſt needs conte(s, That all what 
He had ſuffered all the time of the War, 
did never come ncar to that which He did 
ſuffer for the prefent ; and that the Ene- 
my which now Artack'd Him, did uſe 
Him more Cruelly, than all the others rhat 
He had had againſt Him for many years to- 
octher. 


He Praved to God to have Mercy. on 
[His Soul , and with many carneſt Repeti- 
tons ended unto Him His Kingdom 
41nd Country }- which could not bur bs V'e- 
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ry unhappy by His death, without God 
particular Favour and Protection ; bewail- 
ing .very much , that He ſhould leave the 
ſame in ſuch a diſtracted War ; bur yet 
comforting Himſelt withal , That all thotec 
that were about Him , "Sie very well how 
He was drawn into the War , and in His 
Minority too, when Fe could not apply 
(uch tendddtie: as were necetlary for to 
turn it another way. | 


And whereas He ipoke all this with ſuch 
tender expreſſions, thai ail the Spectators 
could not forbear ro bur : out in Fears, 
He ſaid to them , Pray why do you orieve 
ſo much? IT am nor to br fo mich lament- 

cd, for I find in mv le as an Atiurance, that 
ſ — a Child of Heaven , and of the ever-. 
iaſting God; I never * any body harm , 
nor any hurt to my Conſcience, and [ "2s 
kept my Words very punctually to my Al- 
lies, and my Engz gement to my Subjects ; 
whom I have | ovcd. very tenderly , and 
have freely expoled my ! re thr their wel-

rAnd the utual hour tor His daily Publick 
Prayer approaching , He defired His Chap- 
ialn to ve called for, who, 1n regard of His 
Majelites weaknels, endeavoured to ſhor- 
ren the Prayers, but the King told him, 
That it was not the . Time to do it lo, tor 
He never nceded his and others Prayers 
more than at that inſtant; Bur, no ſooner 
were they ended , but that He ſpoke of 
Deach with a areat deal of courage, and 
every One feared He ſhould wrong himſclt 
by calking ſo much ; We endeavoured to 
oet away, but He no ſooner” percerved it , 
bur He Sled us back, and delired that He

and ſafer way for Norway ; which the 
ſaid Officer, as well as the reſt of the 
Daniſh ny took for a Miſies 
ry and Produtt of the death of the 
King of Sweden, and reported it ac- 
cordingly. |
